WOMAN KILLED IN 
CROSSING EUCLID 
IN ONTARIO CRASH 


Three Persons Die of Accident 
Injuries Here During 
Week End 











An aged woman, a mother and 
her little daughter died in the San 
Antonio Community hospital dur- 
ing the last two days as the result 


of two tragic automobile acci- 
dents. 
Mrs. Victoria Christman, 79 


years of age, died as the result of 
an accident on Euclid avenue at G 
street, Ontario, last night. She 
was struck by a car driven by 
Mrs. Bonie Valdez, who was driv- 
ing north on Euclid. Mrs. Christ- 
man was a pedestrian. 

Mrs. Roland W. Combee died 
within an hour of an auto-train 
erash Sunday afternoon and her 
16-months-old daughter died yes- 
terday as the result of injuries 
suffered in the crash. The acci- 
dent, occurring at the Cucamonga 
avenue crossing of the Union Pa- 
cific railway in Ontario, left the 
22-year-old husband and father 
with serious injuries. 

Tragedy struck the Combee 
family when their car was hit by 
a Union Pacific freight engine. | 

Last night’s accident resulted in 
Mrs. Christman’s death at about 
8:30 o'clock. She was walking 
across Euclid avenue from the east 
to the Ontario Woman's club house 
to attend a meeting.

UPLANDERS CAUGHT 
IN DESERT MINUS 
FOOD AND WATER 


Norman Allen and _ Lytle 
Wortham Hike 20 Miles 
After Breakdown 














On the dry desert without food 
or water for nearly 36 hours and 
having hiked across the loose sand 
and over hilltops for 20 miles, two 
Uplanders are today recuperating 
from an experience that might 
have claimed less hardy individ- 
uals. 

Seventy-nine-year-old Norman 
D. Allen, West Seventh street, and 
Lytle Wortham, Campus avenue, 
figured in the adventure across the 
desert that taxed their physical 
strength. Mr. Allen was returned 
to his home at 3:30 a.m. Monday, 
while Mr. Wortham arrived late 
last night. They left Upland at 
7 a.m. Saturday for a one-day mo- 
tor trip to a mining claim obtain- 
ed years ago by Mr. Allen. 

CAR TROUBLE 

At 29 Palms they left the high- 
way and chose a little used trail 
through the desert that lead to- 
ward Mr. Allen’s claim. The car’s 
| battery gave out and motor trou- 
i ble developed at a lonely spot a 
few hours drive from 29 Palms. 
At 2 p.m. Saturday they aban- 
doned the car and began the long, 
| wearisome hike to help 20 miles 
or more away. 

Hours before they had eaten the 

little lunch they prepared. They 
| had no water. 
Saturday night’s darkness inter- 
|rupted their desperate trip to 
|safety. A desert bonfire kept 
|their bodies warm until daylight 
broke through the clear sky. 

Younger of the gtwo men, Mr. 
Wortham carried Mr. Allen océa- 
sionally and otherwise aided his 
companion, But the long miles 
and the many hours without water 
or food sapped the strength from 
the pioneer Upland. 

REACHES BAGDAD 

Ahead in the distance, Mr. 
Wortham could see a settlement. 
The two men then agreed that Mr. 
Allen would remain out in the des- 
{ert while the younger man hiked 
jfor help. On reaching Bagdad, 
Mr. Wortham obtained the ready 
cooperation of a deputy sheriff, 
| who rescued Mr. Allen from the 
desert. Mr. Allen arrived at Bag- 

dad at 4 p.m. Sunday.

aid. Mrs. Roy Sachs, one of Mr. 
Allen’s daughters, arrived at Bag- 
dad at 11 p.m. Sunday and her 
| father was. returned home here 
early Monday morning. 

After getting his car towed to 
| Bagdad, Mr. Wortham arrived 
home last night. The machine is 
still at Bagdad. 

The two men were reported to 
be weary today but otherwise not 
much worse for the experience.
